are 
women 
all over 
tbe 


world who could 
undoubtedly 
strike 


them without an effort. 
Sappho was 


born at Mtghty-lene 
(a mighty lean 


town to be in Gieece), but it is not re- 
corded thai she leaned particularly in 
any direction 
except toward lyres and 


lovers. 
She was not a beauty, 
so says 


history, but she 
had "taking ways;" 


she took a fancy to some 
new Greek 


every few days, aud 
she 
managed 
al- 


ways to have a Greek 
slave near her. 


Sappho 
was 
a daik-sklnned, 
"pony- 


built little woman, who was 
voted as 


a 
good 
house-keeper, 
a 
trait which 


has long been extinct in wrik rs ofpo- 
etry (I quote from the current gossip 
of the neighbors). 
Sappho was mar- 


ried two or three 
times, and 
yet she 


was not in a state of unalloyed felici- 
ty. 
She 
was 
not 
entirely 
con- 


vinced 
what it was 
she 
required 


torender 
her 
happy. 
She 
managed 


to be iv love continually with two or 
three at once, which kept up a lively 
state 
of affairs 
among 
tbe Greeks. 


This is the origin of the familiar quo- 
tation, 
"When 
Greek 
meets 
Greek, 


etc., 
After the death of her third hus- 


band, whose life was insured for nine- 
ty thousand dollars, Sappho wore the 
heaviest kind of mourning and dyed 
her hair black, a fashion 
which dis- 


consolate 
widows 
have 
followed 
to 


this day. 
She wore a wreath of laurel 


twined with her curls and 
about this 


time her poetry began 
to assume 
the 


George W. Child's tone; she had never 
made 
a business 
of her talent up to 


the period, 
but 
two or three dally 


papers started 
up in Mightylene, and 


she embarked 
in the lyre line at ten 


dollars a week aud "perks," said perks 
being 
clipped 
tickets 
to 
"Davy 


Crockett" 
and 
"Blind Tom" shows, 


with the privilege 
now and then, of 


making notices ot mlllenery and fancy 
goods, for which graceful act she was 
kept 
in felt hats'and 
ostrich tips. 


Greece 
was tried about 
these times, 


and rendered 
desolate; 
Sappho 
was 


growing 
uncomfortably 
and 
unpo- 


etically 
stout, 
"not to put too fine a 


poiut upon it,"fat and forty," but not 
fair. The attentionsof her lover ceased 
on 
account 
of the 
disenchantment 


wrought by the change in circumstau- 
stances, 
and Sappho, 
she 
could 
not 


help it; she wore corsets ten inches too 
small for her, tied back her overskirt, 
and called herself 
thirty, but It was a 


failure. 
He excused himself from the 


old familiar attentions, 
and told ber 


it was 
making talk." 
Tiieu it was 


that the Leucadian 
breezes were stir- 


red, aud the lyre struck to some 
pur- 


pose. 
She seized her "stylus" 
(they 


wrote with a stylus have not learned') 
and wrote these immortal lines : 


Oh bandy legged, 
Banty Tim! 


To-nigfct when you lie ou your pillow, 


Your broken hearted love willsleep 


Beneath Leucadia's 
heaving billow. 


Among the oysters and the clam*, 


Amid the hash 
that floats to shore, 


The tevil-flsh shall And a form 


That's grease, but living grease no more. 


And she kept her word. 
They raked 


the pond next day and hauled her in, 
soggy and defunct?her 
lyre rusty aud 


out of tune, and he was so conscience- 
stricken 
that he married 
her eldest 


daughter 
in less 
than 
a year after. 


They put up a slab bearing this touch- 
ing Inscription, written for the occa- 
sion by a Supreme Judge 
of Indiana; 


"Sweet (Sappho 
80 fond 


Was found lv the pond, 
And buried upon the shore; 
Now low lies her head, 
For Sappho 
is dead, 
And will return to us nevermore. 


The meter is not entirely perfect in 


the inscription, but they never expect 
to meet her again, 
and 
it made no 


difference. 
Sappho's 
tragic 
death 


should have been a warning to other 
lyre-hitters, but it hasn't; they go It, 
liitand miss, even yet, and will to the 
end 
of time, though Oliver Wendell 


Holmes has given so much advice 
on 


the subject.

High School, prompts the idea that a 
word or two upon the practical 
appli- 


cation of education 
is not inappropri- 


ate. 
A view 
of the 
pupils 
In the 


rooms, and the methods of instruction 
shows that the average of intelligence 
among the scholars 
is far 
above the 


average, 
and that tho capabilities of 


our teachers 
is equal 
to the require- 


ment of carrying out a thorough sys- 
tem of theoretical, and in a measure 
a 


practical system. 
Among the 
schol- 


ars there is a marked evidence 
of su- 


perior intelligence, verging upon 
pre- 


cocity, and we may 
safely congratu- 


late ourselves 
upon the fact that we 


have in Southern 
California a degree 


of mental capacity in the rising gene- 
ration that will,if rightly directed, 
tend toward the completion iv a social 
and moral point of view, as well as iv 
a cammcrcial 
regard, 
the accomplish- 


ment of the highest 
destiny of our 


State that her most sanguine 
friends 


and advocates 
aspire to. 
Nature's ex- 


traordinary extravagancies 
in devel- 


opment 
are not confined to the mate- 


rial world alone, but extend 
also to 


the human 
family. An rntellectual 


overgrowth must 
be curbed, 
directed 


and trained to a proper 
application to 


the requirements 
of the age. 
Nowa- 


days everything is becoming practical, 
and particularly in our State 
should 


we make our educational 
system 
con. 


form. 
No logical 
objection 
can 
be 


produced 
to the highest classical edu- 


cation of our youth, but at the same 
time we should look a year or two be- 
yond the graduation 
from 
the High 


School or 
the 
College, and consider 


how the mental 
development can 
be 


applied to the requirements 
of every 


day 
life. 
There 
are 
numerous 
in- 


stances 
where 
men 
of 
brilliant 


ability, 
who 
have 
received 
a col- 


legiate 
education, 
come 
from 


their Alma 
Mater 
absolute 
non- 


entities In society. 
In this regard 


we should bear in mind that the edict 
still hangs over us that 
man 
shall 


earn 
his bread 
by the sweat of his 


brow; and the 
day may come when 


the brightest classical 
scholar, nursed 


in the lap of luxury, may be compelled 
to accept the imposition of this 
sen- 


tence. Hence,wliile it cannot be gain- 
said that education 
is a social 
neces- 


sity, it must 
be 
conceded 
that 
a 


knowledge 
of the 
practical 
arts 
is 


equally important. 
Therefore while we 


develop the intellect, it becomes 
us to 


learn our boys and girls a practical 
trade. 
It is no disgrace 
for a gradu- 


ate of Harvard, 
Yale or any other 


University to thus acquire a means of 
living iv case the opportunity of fol- 
lowing his chosen profession fails him. 
The failure of the adoption ofthis sys- 
tem of education 
has 
caused 
much 


misery in this country, and retarded 
the development of many of our mo9t 
valuable interests. 
This princ'ple ap- 


plies most emphatically to California, 
and it is to be hoped 
that some atten- 


tion may be paid to the matter by pa- 
rents. 
No matter 
how brilliant our 


children 
may be, the day may come 


when their classical education will be 
of no avail to them. 
Teach 
them all 


a trade, thus giving them an opportu- 
nity to recover in case 
of former fail- 


ure, and furnish 
an opening for the 


practical 
demonstration 
of tne utility 


of education. 


Tree Culture. 


On November 
21st, 
1875, the 
San 


Diego 
Society 
of Natural 
History, 


through Mr. G. W. Barnes, 
addressed 


the Commissioners 
of Agriculture at 


Washington, 
upon 
the 
question 


whether the cultivation of trees 
will 


induce 
moisture 
in 
the atmosphere, 


and a fall of water. 
The enquirer asks 


whether from observed 
facts the De- 


partment 
is able 
to 
show 
that 
the 


rain-fall of regions barren 
of timber 


may be increased 
by the cultivation 


of trees, or that 
a rain-fall 
is dimin- 


ished by the destruction 
of forests. 


Facts upon the subject 
are asked 
for. 


In answer to the queries the Commis- 
sioner replies 
quite at length under 


date of April 11,187G, and expresses 
his 


opinion that forests do not conduce 
to* 


rain-fall. 
The Commissioner 
argues 


that during 
the last sixty years the 


rain-fall 
has not 
diminished 
in the 


Eastern States. 
This is true, but ac- 


cording 
to philosophical 
theories 
ad- 


vanced hy many scientists 
the reason 


for this lies iv the proximity of the Gulf 
stream to the Atlantic coast, and the 
effect is felt even to the Alleghanies. 
Until 1869 the Great 
American 
Des- 


ert, once so called, was 
in a measure 


barren, and regarded 
as unproductive. 


During that year the initiatory steps 
were taken for the continuation of the 
railroads that now traverse 
the terri- 


tory of Colorado and Nebraska and all 
of that portion of the country from 
the 
Eastern 
Rocky Mountain 
Slope 


to the 
Missouri. 
This country or 


tract is in part 
at an 
elevation of 


about five 
thousand 
feet 
above the 


level of the sea, and with an abrupt 
slope. 
There 
is an abundant 
oppor- 


tunity for irrigation from the moun- 
tain streams 
that 
emerge 
from 
the 


ever snow-covered mountains, and are 
never failing; but the expense of an 
irrigation system is great and this por- 
tion of the country has beeu apparent- 
ly neglected. 
Horace 
Greeley, 
who 


knew something 
about farming, re- 


marked that the cutting 
of the 


trees on the foot-hills which were once 
covered with a heavy growth of tim- 
ber, had been the cause 
of the scarc- 


ity of rain in this locality, and at one 
time suggested 
to the people of that 


district, that the sowing of the Canada 
Thistle would secure 
the desired end, 


inasmuch 
as it drew water from the 


clouds as well as moisture 
from the 


earth, aud distributed it again. 
This 


theory was at once ridiculed by practi- 
cal agriculturalists who have ever re- 
garded the thistle as one of the great- 
est pests on earth; but the majority of 
scientists 
do assert 
that the cultiva- 


tipn of trees does promote 
the fall of 


moisture in the shape of both dew and 
rain. 
It has 
been 
argued 
by many 


that the growth of trees and the lay- 
ing of railroads 
are co-operative 
in- 


strumentalities 
iv the production 
of 


rainfall. There seems to be some logic 
in this, particularly 
in magnetic 
lo- 


calities. 
There is a pretty good 
evi- 


dence of this in the case 
of Colorado. 


For miuing purposes 
the bulk of the 


timber in the mountains 
has been cut 


down, and in the localities thus 
left 


barren 
the rainfall 
has diminished, 


but in the mountains 
where the 
tim- 


ber still exists there is a heavy fall of 
snow, 
which 
keeps 
the rivers 
and 


creeks full. The railroad having been 
built on the plains, there 
has 
been 


since 
1869 a greater fall of rain and 


dew than ever was known before, and 
there are many who conteud 
with a 


show ofreason, 
from practical experi- 


ence, that the planting of trees and 
shrubbery which is the consequence 
of 


immigration, through the instrumen- 
tality of the railroad, 
does contribute 


to the agricultural piosperity of that 
location. Tracts of land that were bar- 
ren six years ago are now producing 
from forty to sixty bushels 
of wheat 


per acre?the 
rate of product running 


from twelve to that amount. 
The av- 


erage product 
now is thirty to forty 


bushels. 
It is true that it is still an 


open question, but the preponderance 
of practical experience 
is in favor of 


the 
forest 
and 
railroad 
theory. 
It 


would be well for cur friends in San 
Diego to try the experiment. 
There 


can be nothing lost by the effort.
